The cancellation of daims 1, 4-6, and 8-10 renders the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. §§102 and 103(a) moot. 

New daim 14 is patentable because none of the dted references teaches or 
suggests that when the vehide's power supply switch or ignition key switch is 
turned off, the braking force of the electro-mechanical brake is maintained by the 
parking-brake mechanism.
